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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Innocence in the Mirror is classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The book contains a collection of artistic photographs by Italian photographer Angelo 
Cozzi. The subjects of the photographs are girls, aged from approximately five to 18 
years. Many of the models are naked or semi-naked. 

The Classification Office has carefully weighed the extent and degree to which, and 
manner in which, the book may exploit the nudity of children or young persons, or 
both. Although the focus of the book is on the young female nude, this effect is 
balanced to a degree by the range of photographs, including head and shoulder 
photographs and clothed shots of models. The pubic area of models is rarely 
depicted. The photographer also claims to have destroyed any negatives of images 
which the models are not fully comfortable with. The Classification Office considers 
that the photographer's intention is serious art rather than exploitation. The book itself 
appears intended for an art audience. 

The Classification Office sought the opinion of experts under s21 (1) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 regarding this publication. These 
opinions have been taken into account in the classification decision. 
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
